The controlling thought in house- 
building should be simplicity and gen- 
uineness. Avoid meaningless and in- 
sincere ornament. Build of simple, nat- 
ural materials, and strive for beauty 
in mass ard proportion, in the con- 
centration and distribéion of win- 
dows, and in the lines of the roof. A 
lovy house can more easily be made 
picturesque than a high one. Wide 
eaves are especially to be prized for 
their shadows. _.. 

Much safer than the oil paint which 
generally looks hard and characteriess 
in tone, is the natural material left 
without coating. Clinker-brick, dull 
stone, or wood left untreated, will all 
harmonize with the colors of nature, 
and form a picturesque composition 
with the surrounding landscape. Shin- 
gies are probably the best and safest 
covering for an inexpensive home, and 
if left unstained will darken to a soft, 
unobtrusive color. The house may 
then be gaily adorned th flowering 
vines, which can be kept off the walls 
by screens of wire mesh on timber 
frames. If plaster is used it may be 
toned to seme warm, harmonizing 
shade by the application of water- 
color paint. White trimmings unduly 
emphasize portions of the house, and 
prevent the whole from toning with 
the hills and the gardens. 

A lower-story, southern porch, un- 
roofed, or an eastern porch, sheltered 
with vines, aud large enough to be 
used as an out-door sitting-room, is a 
great addition to the comfort of the

Within recent years the production 
of alcohol in Germany has been stimu- 
lated by beneficial legisiation, whereby 
for industrial purposes it is free of 


that, in addition to an extensive use 
in chemical and manufacturing pro- 
“ceases, it is being increasingly employed 
for small internal combustion motors. 
Alcohol has been found particularly 
useful for automobiles, and as the com- 
bustion under full load is practically 
complete, there are no Offensive odors” 
as in the case of gasoline and naphthe 

Since gasoline has a-higher heat of 
combustion than alcohol in the ratio 
of two to one, to perform same 
work a greater weight of the latter is 
required, but this is diminished by the 
fact that with alcohol] a greater amount 
of heat ts obtained in the form of work. 
Consequentiy it takes four parts of al- 
cohol by weight to accomplish the same 
amount of work as three parts of pe- 
troleum, and the question resolves it- 
self into one of cost, in Germany this 
being in favor of alcohol. Furthermore, 
the question has to be considered in 
Buropean countries, such as Germany. 
that petroleum is a foreign product, 
white alcohol is produced from the 
extensive fields of potatoes which are

DENIES EMPLOYERS 


TO CONTROL. 


AN FRANCISCO, July 15.—An ex-

ExJudge Maguire, counsel for the 
union, was equirming under the an- 
swers, and here interjected that it was 
unfair to ask witness “as a union 
man” as to the laws of the State. The 
way Maguire put the objection indi- 


cated plainly that the unton idea of 


the law was different from the com- 
mon acceptation, and also indicated a 
conflict between union ideas and the 
statutes of the State. 

But Maguire's effort to shield the 
union was ineffectual, for Monroe ex- 
patiated freely on union rights, and 
boldly announced that no employer 
had the right to tell any man who 
worked, for him what he must do. The 
employer, according to Monroe’s pecu- 
liar tenets, has no right to tell a 
stableman whether he shal! clean a 
horse or a set of harness, for in do- 
ing so ~e is apt to order a man to do 
the work that belongs to the member 
of some other union. Monroe said, 
with emphasis: 

“We deny to Mr. Pierce or any other 
owner of a stable, control of that sta- 
ble. He has no right to fix the pay or 
the hours, neither has he the right 
to give orders to his employés.”

LEAVES DEBTS. 


ANOTHER MEMBER OF NOTORIOUS 


WYNKOOP FAMILY SKIPS. 
In Charge of the “Labor Advocate” 
at Albuquerque—Central Labor Un- 
ion Holding the Sack—His Brother 
Harmon H. Wynkoop, Expelled 
from Union for Irregularities. 


ical Union of Albuquerque, N. M., was 
expelled from the union and skippéd 
out, leaving his financial affairs badly 
tangled and with many irregularities 
which threatened to bring him into 
the courts if he were found. Now his 
brother, Frank M. Wynkoop, also of 
Albuquerque, is in trouble, and has 
left town. The Albuquerque Morning 
Journal tells the story of this union- 
ist as follows: - 

“Frank M. Wynkoop, for some time 
past editor and manager of the Labor 


advocate. am organ conducted under 
the Albuquerque 


organization, suddenly left the 
city yesterday, leaving behind him a 
problematical destination, a miscelia- 
neous collection of unpaid bills and a 
sorrowing organization who are left 
In the hole to get out the best way 
they can. The Central Labor Union 
will continue the weekly newspaper 
as heretofore, only they propose now 
to put it under a management that 
will insure them a run for their mon- 
ey, something they have failed to get 
under the late administration, Wyn- 
koop having done all the running by 
himself. . Wynkoop sent his family 
away several days since, supposedly 
for Los Angeles, and it is supposed 
that he has followed them to that 


city. 
STEALS AWAY QUIETLY. 

“The first known of his disappear- 
ance was when a letter written on a 
west-bound Santa Fé train was re- 
ceived by O. 8. French, secretary of 
the Central Labor Union. In this let- 
ter he stated that he was going hence, 
to a place where he could get a 
square deal. The secretary says he 
hopes he will stay with the square 
deal, so that the Albuquerque organi- 
zation may get its chance ‘at the 
square. Wynkeop is supposed to have 
paid all bills of the Labor Advocate. 
That he has not done this is evident 
to the officers of the union, who are 
receiving unpaid ones in quantities. 

“The Central Labor Union paid him 
$100 a month for conducting the 
weekly newspaper, and a profit in the 
business as well. The officers of the 
union estimate that they have paid in 
for the support of the newspaper in 
the six months of its life some $1980. 
All they have left to show for it is a 
somewhat dilapidated plant and the 
aforesaid unpaid bills. What Wyn- 
koop did with-the rest ofthe money 
is a problem. It is asserted by the 
officers of the Central Labor Union 
that he has expended « large portion 
of it over the green cloth and some 
other portions over various bars. In 
his letter Wynkoop says that 
he will have just $2'in his pocket 
when he gets to his destination. The 
officers say that they are not partic 
ularly concerned whether he has a 
cent when he arrives, they only hope 
his destination is distant. 

LEFT UNPAID BILLS. 

“The bills of the Labor’ Advocate, 
which Wynkoop represented he had 
paid will foot up more than $200. The 
organization proposes to pay these 
bills and put the newspaper on its 
feet again, with a live management 
and a conservative and businesslike 
policy. Wynkoop has conducted a 
radical sheet, using the term “scab” 
freely, and filling the columns of his 
paper with abuse of the people who 
have been its chief supporters: all 
this against the wishes and counse! of 
the union. They now propose to alter 
this policy into @ sane tone. With 
his brother, Harmon. H. Wynkoop, 
who was recently suspended from the 
Albuquerque Typographical Union for 
irregularities with the funds of the 
union, Wynkoop has been an active 
and persistent agitator and has taken 
a very active part in the movement of 
the more radical element among the 
labor unions of the city. The officers

In London. 

It will be remembered that the Eng- 
lish Parliament some time ago was 
exercised—somewhat gratuitousiy— 
for the welfare of children employed 
in the theaters of London. It was al- | 
leged by professional reformers with 
the superficial knowledge of that ylass 
of industrious but by no means in- 
fallible persons that the children of the 
stage were in a bed way socially, mor- 
ally and educationally, while it was 
shown by distinguished actors and 
others familiar with the facts that the 
children of the theater in England— 
as they are, by the way, in this coun- 
try--were among the happiest and 
best cared for in any walk of life. One 
proof of this fact cited—and the same 
is true also of thie country—was that 
many of the best known players of the 
day began in the profession as 
children | 

The reformers prevailed in a way, 
however, and it may be admitted that 
one effect of the agitation promises to 
show good results, as it has reduced 
the schooling of the children of the 
theater in London and other large 
cities from individual impulse and op- 
portunity to a common system that 
has been made obligatory. There is 
no doubt that more or lese attention 
had been paid by the proper persons 
to the schooling of stage children, or 
that those children bad, in fact, en- 
joyed at least average advantages in 
the way of tuition before this agita- 
tion; but Parliament apparently de- 
cided that system was necessary in 
this matter, and passed a statute to 
the effect that no child should hereaf- 
ter be employed in the theater un'csa 
its education Was guaranteed by «he 
employing manager. Of course, there 
may be thousands of children--and™ 
there probably are thousands—i9 
other employments about which 
neither reformers nor lawmakers have 
disturbed themeelves—children with 
none of the advantages that accrue to 
those in stage employment; but that 
ls another matter. 

The new decree makes it necessary 
for a theater manager who employs 
children to provide for his young 
charges at least three hours of school- 


Ing a day. In obedience to this :a@ 
several regular schools have been 
established in the larger theaters 
where children are employed in num- 
ber, and daily “behind the scenes” all 
the appliances and uses of regular 
schools are seen. The children are 
separated into grades, in accordance 
with their ages and acquirements, and 
Grilled with the various «tudies of the 
primary schools by duly licensed 
teachers. The hours of the schools 
are from 9 a.m. until noon, and four 
days a week are devoted to reading. 
history, writing and erithmetic. Special 
subjects, as geography, map drawing 
and English :iterature, are treated on 


the remaining days. The rudiments of 


music and physical drill are not taught 
regularly to the etage children as the 
euthorities recognize that in the cou 
of their stagé work these matters 
fully covered. 

While no one can urge anything 


‘| against the wisdom of this system of 


instruction, as it provides certainly for 
the elementary education of the chil- 
dren of the stage in England, there 
does not appear to have been any tes- 
timony that such children have been 
neglected in this respect. As a mat-

ter of fact, it would be dificult to find 

ywhere in England or in this coun- 
irytry a class of children betler off on 
the whole than are the children of 
the stage. For them great concern 
always ig Shown by parents, guardians 
and others responsible for their well 
being, and tnis always without the 
intervention of law, which in the past 
in this country often has harassed 
and hindered them. The lot of cail- 
dien of the stage in ordinary circum- 
ftaneés is more happy than that of 
children in any other field of effort, 
if it is not even happier than that of 
children under any other condition: of 
life, for reasons not necessary to de- 
tall. And proof of the fact that stage 
children grow to usefulness and ‘Jig- 


nity, in line with their voeation, is 


seen in the scores of adult players 
who have developed froin childhood 
and youth in the atmesphre of the 
theater.—[Dramatic Mirror.

“I feel bound to confess that it has 


actually hurt me to hear grown-up 


men and women laugh over and ap- 
plaud certain farces, whose poverty of 
wit was beartrending. Do these truly 
represent the actua! taste of the Brit- 
ish public, these produetions which 
bring forth fine girls displaying their 
legs and their sad faces, gesticulating 
automatically with the eternal and 
meaningless swaying of their arms 
have through force of habit become 
bits of mechanical apparatus, and are 
made to sway without rhyme or rea- 
son. 

“No, I say no; this cannot be the 
taste of your public. It is impossible 
that a nation as strong as yours is 
should find recreation or relaxatiqn in 
like puerilities, fit only fer an unedu- 
cated multitude, or for children, but

Peculiar fin- 
gerings of the strings, close harmon- 
les, curious snaps and siides and 
twangs, and the accurate observations 
of an ear attuned to all the sounds 
of nature, enter largely into the com-

AT HOME AND ABROAD.

Dr. ae Visetti recently visited 
Canade the intention of doing his 
utmost to correct a delusion which, 
he thinks, prevails in that country— 
the idea, namely, that students of mu- 
sie can get a better education -in 
France, Germany and [Italy than in 
England. He believes his mission has 
been attended by some success, and he 
also declares that a musical spirit is 
abroad in Canada. 

France's greatest composer, Camille 
SaintGaéns, will enter upon his sev- 
entieth year next October. Last month 
he made a special trip from Paris to 
London to take part in a concert given 
on behalf of the Lifeboat Saturday 
Fund; he conducted, on this occasion, 
his charmingly fantastic symphonic 
poem, the “Danse Macabre.” Thirty- 
three years have elapsed since Saint- 
Saéns made his first appearance in a 
London concert hall. 

The value of great casts in the Wag- 
ner operas is illustrated by this note, 


Covent Garden opera in London an 
extra price is charged on the even- 
ings when Jean de Reszke sings. As 
in New York, the great aim and ambi- 
tion of the most famous prima don- 
nas is to appear in the same cast with 
that popular tenor. When ‘Lohengrin’ 
was sung, with the De Reszkes, Leh- 
mann and Nordica, the price of tickets 
went up to $17 in the parquet.” 

At a recent auction sale in Berlin, 
the city of Vienna bought through its 
representative the manuscripts of 
three Schubert songs for 901 marks 
($216.) Schubert himself, in the last 
year of his life. was glad to dispose of 
some of his best songs for twenty 
cents apiece. The three songs just 
referred to were “Der Wanderer,” 
“Greisengesang” and “Du Liebst mich 
nicht.” At the same auction sale 
Schumann's “Papilions” MS. brought 
650 marks, a Chopin mazurka 600, and 
a four-page Beethoven composition 940 
marks. A sad glimpse of Weber was 
given by a list of his debts, amount- 
ing to 2600 florins, written by that 
poor man in the Stuttgart prison. 

Henry W. Savage has now complet- 
ed his “Parsifal” casts. The role of 
Kundry in English will be taken by 
Mme. Kirby” Lunn of London, and 
Hanna Mara of Breslau. Alois Pen- 
narini of Hamburg and Frederick De 
Voss of Amsterdam will alternate as 
Parsifal: Amfortas is to be imperson- 
ated by Johannes Bischoff of Cologne 
and Franz Eugenieff, while Gurne- 
manz is to be sung by Putnam Gris- 
wold of California.

A new musical instrument has been 
invented by Herr Kuhmeyer of Press- 
burg. Hungary. It is called a Streich- 
Clavier, and has the usual keyboard 
of the piano; in place of the hammers, 
however, there are prepared leather 
strips which are set in motion by ma- 
chinery; these so pass over the strings

note; the tone also lasts as long as 
the key is held down. The tone of 
the instrument is somewhat similar to 
that of the harmonium. Another mu- 
sical novelty in Europe is an appara- 
tus on which American inventors, too, 
have been successfully at work for 
some years. It is an apparatus for re- 
cording notes, and it can be attached 
to any pianoforte near to an electric 
current. The notes are recorded on 
five-line staves, in longer or shorter 
cross-strokes, after the manner of 
telegraphy. It is intended especially 
to note down improvisations. The in- 
ventor is named Kromar, and the in- 
etrument is called a Kromarograph. 


THE KING'S PREOGATIVES, 


Privileges and Powers Relegated to 
British Royalty Are 
Peculiar. 


{London Hourglass:) It is a preva- 
lent and popular notion that the power 
possessed by the monarch is absolute 
and almost without limitation. This is 
a faliacy, as the following facts will 
attest. The privileges and powers rele- 
gated to royalty are manifold and pe- 
cullar, but there are certain things 
that a king may not do. 

While it is quite within the province 
of the royal prerogative to dispose of 
the entire army or navy and also to 
declare war without consulting any- 
body, yet our king could not utilize a 
penny of the public funds without per- 
mission from Parliament. However 
excelient and beneficent his motive ma 
be for so doing, the King is debar 
from communicating with any of his 
loyal subjects, and the same hmitation 
prohibits him from accepting gifts from 
any of his people, except in cases where 
the are through the 
medium of an officer of the state or 
an intimate friend of His: Majesty. 
After an individual has been elected 
by his constituents to take his seat in 
the British Senate at Westminster it is 
not in the power of the King himeelf 
to prevent the member from occupying 
his place in that august assembly. 

Of his own royal prerogative King 
Edward possesses full power to pardon 
a murderer, even after he has been 
found guilty and sentenced to death by 
the representatives of the law. Yet, by 
a curious statute of one of the Georges, 
the King is prevented from exhibiting 
mercy or gface to a wilful Sabbath 
breaker. To render every new law ab- 
solute and irrevocable the royal auto- 
graph must be invariably attached 
thereto, nor is His Majesty ever per- 
mitted to perform this duty by proxy. 
Even the salaries of the King’s serv- 
ante are fixed by state officials, and he 
cannot raise the salary of his own but- 
ler except by permission or out of his 
own private purse. That the King can 
no wrong is obviously the view 
taken by his counsellors, for by the 
laws that hedge the throne no person 
can take action against His Majesty, 
and he cannot be arrested by the emis- 
saries of the law on any pretext what- 
ever.

MILITIA DISCREET. 

“The State militia of Colorado has 
acted with great moderation, discre- 
tion and judgment in the discharge of 
the unpleasant duty put upon them, 
and if the anarchistic and criminal!

this resistance, or friction, the road 
over which the electricity passes is 
made white-hot. We see the white- 
hot road, and we call it lightning. 
Thus lightning is not electricity, but 
discharges, and which was made lu- 
minous on account of the resistance 
makes no fire. disturbance, or vio- 


atmosphere, 
on that account is frequently shat- 
tered to pieces. 

Metals of all kinds resist electricity 
very little, and are therefore called 
good conductors. This explains why 
certain things are never struck by 
lightning, to use the popular but not 
lway trains, 


and pillars are covered with metal 
communications direct with the earth. 
For during-a thunderstorm the elec- 
tric force from the earth passes up 
and along the metal, and trickles off 
a little at a time, in silent, contin- 
wous discharge, never lowing 
@nough to accuumlate to cause any 
serious trouble. 

The conditions of an electric storm 


at will, represents the charged cloud. 
To take a single example of mary ex- 
periments, we see a miniature house 
struck by Jightming, the course fol- 
lowed by the electricity as reveaied 
by the flash, the special points of

TELEPHONE DEVELOPMENT. 

Coming next to new developments 
in the department of telephones, the 
visitor will see a great telephone ex- 
change that operates itself automat- 
ically—not a single attendant is at 
the ewitch board, yet connections are 
being made and conversations are be- 
tne carried on. This is accomplished 
by means of a special appliance at- 
tached to the telephone box of each 
subscriber. A dia) revolves on a piv- 
ot, which operates an impulse-send- 
ing mechanism inside the telephone.

Russia, who, prior to the War, enjoyed 
the warm hospitality Of Russian faw- 
flies, now rarely recetve invitations to 
the homes of their former friends.

Petersbdarg illustrates the new feeling 
of Russia towards us. She recently re- 
tarned to the Russian capital, and her 
first call was wpon the wife of a dis- 
tinguished official, with whom, before 
the war, she bad been on the most cor- 
dial terms of friendship. When sche 
entered the reception hall, the hosters, 
who ‘was conversing with two other 
callers, immediately arose, burst into 
teers, and left the room.

These dispatches showed 
that England earnestly sought to fur- 
ther the cause of the South, in order 
to remove the menance of a strong 
American rival; that France under Na- 
poleon Ill, desired the disruption of 
the Union in the hope that with its 
Cisappearance would vanish the bogie 
of a republican form of government, a 
view sympathetically entertained in 
Prussia and Austria. Russia alone 
manifested friendship for the Ameri- 
can Union, emphatically asserting her 
interest in its preservation. 
ENGLAND HAD NOTHING TO LOSE. 
“The first dispatch shown mre was 
signed by Baron de Brunnow, dated 
London, January 13, 1861, exactly three 
mouths »efcre Bumter fell. ‘Tf the 
power of the United States,’ the dis- 
pateh state’. among other things, 
‘should be divided into two parts, Prg- 
land, it is certain, would have nothing 
to lose thereby. This summarizes (ne 
situation. At the bottom of [fs thought, 
the Enghsh government hopes for the 
separation of America into two re- 
publics, which would control each oth- 
er, be jealous of each other, and niu- 
tually counterbalance.

“The French people were cordially 
aympathctic with the efforts of the 
Federal government to preserve the 
Union, but Napoleon Ul, imbued with 
the doctrine of the ‘divine right of 
kings,” felt strong enough to initiate 
a policy counted to the wisbes of his 
eubjects. It is evident from a state 
ment attributed by a Glapatch from 
Paris to Monsieur Thouvenel, French 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, that Na- 
poleon'’s only objection to this policy 
was that England would be benefited 
thereby. ‘Napoleon will regret, Mon- 
sleur Thouvenel declared, ‘the disso- 
lution of the Union the more because 
the Cabinet at London will be delight- 
ed by it, in spite of all that Palmer- 
ston says.’ 
RUSSIA'S ATTITUDE PROCLAIMED 
“Engiand was the first nation to act 
in behalf of the Confederacy. On May 
13, 1861, she issued a proclamation of 
neutrality, which, in view of the Fed- 
eral government and Buropean nations, 
recognized fhe Confederates as bellig- 
erents. Less than a month elapsed be- 
fore Napoleon issued a similar procia-

Increasing Sugar Beet Crop 2'4, Times. 

It the reader be incredulous let me tell him first a 
story not yet gone to type. To the land of the warring 
Muscovite there lately set out a botanist of this federal 
bureau. While at the Czar’s capital he heard strange 
tales of an inventor who claimed by a secret process 
to increase the yicld of the beet two and a half 
times: to also greatly hasten nature's production of 
cotton and grapes. This he accomplished by putting 
metaliic plates into the ground and connecting them 
vith wires reaching to a building to which visitors 
were denied entrance. This Yankee botanist, Mr. Ernest 
Leasey, looked into the etory, found it to be based on 
fac. and hastened ia search of the mysterious Inventor. 
A meeting with the magician of the metallic plates 
and wires was arranged in our consulate general, St. 
Petersburg. Information was also obtained from the 
Czare great ministry of agriculture, and it was further 
diseovered that this imperial department had just 
given the inventor a subsidy of 100,000 roubles to put 
his secret process in operation in the cotton fields of 
Turkestan. 

Of couree, Russia would not give such a large sub- 
sicy for the demonstration of a mere theory. Mr. Bes- 
se) kmew this, and he icoked about him for the proofs 
of the wild-sounding claim. He found that the = in- 
ventor had bargained with certain rural Russians to 
have large tracts turned over to him. All that he then 
asked was a guaranty that he should receive one-third 
cf the excess profits realized from the treated ground. 
Thus obtaining the ground for his experimental pur- 
poees, he first reserved a fraction whereon the crop 
was to grow normally and according to the usual 
methods of cultivation. This area was used as a “check 
field,” and its vield determined the excess of the 
treated land. The latter he prepared for the test by 
thrusting here and there into the soil electrodes con- 
nected by wire wit 2 central electric plant.

Tue COUNTRY AS SEEN JUST 
BEFORE THE WAR.

HE morning light was still gray and the air very 

cold when we quitted the railway station beneath 

the. great wall of the Manchu City in Peking, one 
late November day. 

Snow that had fallen several days before stil! ecvered 
the ground, and ragged Chinese urchins, with hurgry 
dogs, were romping about on the frozen pounds trying 
to keep warm. 

The train carried passengers of three classes. A 
swarm of coolies clad in dirty, quilted rags and felt Mon- 
gol caps, rode, squatting like animals, on open flat cars. 
For the more fastidious travelers of the second class, 
who can afford to allow themselves luxuries above a 
“full skin” in the way of cat and goat-pelt clothing, there 
were box freight cars which offered some protection 
against the piercing winds and which contained hard 
board benches to sit upon. Europeans and native wear- 
ers of silk and fine furs rode in better coaches. These 
coaches might be styled an adaptation of the American 
aisie and platform to the European compartment idca,

We were entering 
the sphere of Russian predominance, and Russia, with 
its financial, railroad-building agent, the Russia-Chinese 
Bank, had taken effective measures for the adequate 
protection of its interests by Chinese troops. 

The village of Ying Kow lies on the west bank of 
the Liao Ho opposite old Ying Teze, the port of Niu- 
chwang. It is the easterly terminus of the Chinese 
Northern Railway. 

We alighted here at dusk, one bitter cold night, and 
found ourselves virtually under the jurisdiction of the 
Czar. His three-barred, white, red and black flag of 
commerce floated aloft, and his stolid Tartar troopers, 
in slouchy gray greatcoats, boots and fur caps, offered 
themselves, in place of coolies, as porters of our lug- 
gage. The station master, the only man who spoke 
English, told us that ferther progress eastward was 
blocked. The steam launch that usually ferries passen- 
gers across had bee pulled off, five days before, on ac- 
ecunt of the dangerous half-frozen condition of the river. 
and even the native “sampans” were beached for the | 
winter. “In two weeks or so, perhaps we might walk 
across on solid ice.” But we had other plans for spend- 
ing a part of the next two weeks, back in more con- 
genial Japan. 


We bribed two Russian soldiers to let us take their 
plates in the barracks that night. Chunks of sirongly- 
flavored sausage and hard bread washed down with 
quantities of hot tea were the ration that we drew. The

apex at Tung-ku, the town nearest the oi4 Taku forts. 
The scenery of the flat country along the way is unin- 
teresting. The fields lie fallow during the winter time, 
and the irregularly-planted orchards of persimmons and 
pears are bare of leaf. Strange only are the rounded, 
conical mounds that mark the graves where the ances- 
tral dead of China lie—or, more exactly, sit. These ex- 
clusively occupy many miles of fertile land stretching 
away in all directions. It is true that the dead crowd 
out the living in China. Down near the sea dreary 
solitudes of mud prevail, and they are often submerged 
by flood and tide. There are towns and villages, here 
and there, with houses made of mud from foundation to 
ridge-pole: and sometimes there are antique mud walls 
about them. 


Begining of the Great Wall. 


Shan-hai-kwan is well known as the place where “2 
Great Wali of China. built against Tartar invasion at 
the commencement of our era, begins, or ends, in the 
sea, its eighteen bundred or more miles of unbroken 
extent. Little bere remains of the hugt rampart now, 
except its ruined core of earth, for the outer finished 
surfaces of well-cut stone and hard brick have been 
quarried out and used by the modern, degeperate sons 
of its buiftders, in less imposing structures for them- 
selves. 

Beyond the wall we passed into Shen King, the most 
southerly of the “East Three Provinces,” as the Chi- 
mese have designated Manchuria since the frontier 
questions with foreigners have become acute. There is 
a change of landscape. The train begins to wind among 
the rolling hills and cultivated valleys of strong red 
soil that characterize Southern Manchuria. Not far 
away ,aré mountains. There are evidences of severe 
washouts in the rainy season. Upon some of the heights 
ancient Chinese forts, of pagoda-like design, are mount- 
ed with antique guns that protrude from portholes quite 
impossible of effective use. They were probably erect- 
ed for show, after the Chinese custom, to scare the 
enemy rather than really hurt him. 

Protection of Foreigners. 

Our truckless cars lumbered along slowly. There was 
great work of betterment in progress all along the road 
bed, and bridges of stone and cement were -being subst 
tuted for less substantial wooden structures. 

At each station a curious picture met the eye. As the 
trafh was pulled in, a squad of Chinese-Manchurian sol- 
diers was drawn up in line facing the cars, and stood 
at attention, resting their arms, until we were under 
way again. The custom was begun during the Boxer 
rising of 1900, when these troublesome ruffians acquired 
the habit of taking pot shots at waiting trains, and the 
deceitful Chinese government found it necessary to 
make a pretense, at least, of protecting foreign inter- 
esta. As we proceeded north and east, these guards 
became more frequent and imposing, a thing that seemed 
remarkable here on the borders of the empire, while in 
Peking itself scarcely a native soldier is seen amid the 
array of foreign arms. But the condition is soon ex- 
plained by the new flag that flies above the stations— 
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A Brilliant Scene. 
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When bedtime came we found excellent reason, besides | 
that of keeping warm, for adopting the custom of the 
land, and “turned in” with all our outer clothing on. 
We slept but little, and dawn next day found us at 
the river, knee deep in slush and snow, looking tor | 


coolies. Fortunately there had been warmer 
southerly winds during the night, and 
they had combined with the tides to break 


pel their sampan through thé ice packs to the 
bank, half a mile away. A few other boats crossed 
day, but they were the last before the freeze-up 
final closing of the river. 


The treaty port of Niu-chwang is a typical big 
of gaunt Manchurian Chinese, apparently 
but noisy and odoriferous like all of their towns. Low 
brick and mud houses form irregular lines along the 
dirty cobble-paved ways, small “pailows” and posts with 
elaborate tops of gilding and high oriental colors that 
bring. good luck to the shopkeepers in their neighbor- 
hood fill the places of ‘telegraph poles in American 
towns.

A BIRD OF GOOD OMEN. 


THE FOLLOWING INCIDENT OF THE WAR IN THE 
East Reacues Tur Times. 


The following incident of the war in the East reaches 
The times from a Japanese correspondent: 

Early one morming, about a week before the vutbreak 
of the present war in the East, as the Japanese torpe- 
do boat destroyer, the Shiratoka, was sailing the Ko- 
rean Sea, a large eagle was discovered resting on the 
summit of a pointed rock. 

A member of the crew took aim at the bird and fired; 
but, strange to say, it did not move an inch. A boat 
was launched and the men, rowing to the spot, soon 
captured the eagle, it proving to be as tame as a parrot. 
On examination it was found to be wounded in the leg, 
but after the desteoyer arrived at Sasebo Naval Station, 
every attention being given to it, the bird -oon became 
quite well and is now kept at the Tokio Admiralty. 

The incident, in itself insignificant, acquires impor- 
tance from the fact that it happened just before tho 
war, and that as the eagle is the. emblem of Russia, 
superstitious folks regarded the capture as a sign of 
victory for the Japanese. 

This story recalis the battle of the Yalu in 1894, which 
decided Japanese supremacy at sea, in the war against 
China,-when a big hawk, during the very heat of the 
engagement, rested on the mast of the cruiser Tako- 
chiho and, allowing itself to be easily caught, was 
brought to Tokio, where it is now at the Emperor's 
palace.

Guests, rela- 
tives, and dependents are usually present at the board, 
and the ease and jollity to which we relax on holidays 
is theirs the whole year round. . 


A small, crusty loaf of French bread Is by each plate. 
Butter is little used, even among the well-to-do, which 
is small wonder, as the native product is saltless and 
watery. A light wine is served throughout. the dinner. 

Soup comes first, followed by fried rice, or “dry sour.” 
as it is often called. This latter is a delicious dish 
worthy Of importation. Each kernel of rice is distinct 
yet fully cooked, and the whole is flavored and colored 
with a dash of tomato and chill. Eggs constitute the 
next course; after this the dinner begins in earnest 
with chill con carne or other heavy meat dish hot 
enough ‘o blister the unaccustomed tongue, succceded 
by a lighter flesh pot with some spicy vegetable accom- 
paniment. Fish and salad courses may or may not be 
inserted. 

After the meats occur the frijoles, or large brown 
beans. Here again, I wish that ovr cooks might learn 
in Mexico what can be. accomplished with this homely 
legume after it has gently simmered for days over the 
unwilling charcoal, what zestful combinations it can 
form with onions, cheese, chili, bananas, and various 
unexpected allies. 

Fruit follows the bean course, and the dulce ac- 
companied by biack coffee replaces the fruit. The 
dulce, or “sweet,” is a bit of candied squash, sweet po- 
tato, or perhaps a piece of candy the size of two choco- 
late creams. Pastry and puddings are almost un- 
known, and the dessert proper is confined to this taste 
of some intensely saccharine substance. 

' Supper, served some time between eight and ten in 
the evening, is a simplified edition of dinner.

Simply 
and literally, there is no such thing as “light house- 
keeping” in Mexico; it is all exceedingly heavy and ia- 
borious. In this department of life, there has been 


developed quite rapidly. ; 
sweeping the carpet with a bunch of broomstraw about 
two feet long, while the mozo lays the dust in the 
street by throwing water from a pail with a gourd, 
ahd the laundress rubs her clothes on a stone at the 
water's edge. . 

The reason for this conservatism in domestic affairs 


lies In the existence of a serving class whose labor t 
cheap and abundant and who have performed thes 
menial tasks in these same clumsy ways for genera 
tions and seek to know nothing better. The ways o 
their ancestors are good enough for them, and they re 
gard labor-saving appliances with suspicion and disiik« 

It is now possible to buy an American cooking stow 
in the City of Mexico, but not so easy to find a Mexica 
cook who will consent to associate with it, as there i 
a popular belief that its proximity engenders liver con. 
plaint. One American lady found a codk who was wii! 
ing to sacrifice her liver, and gave her what she sup 
posed were full instructions for using the range. Seor 
there was a great smudge from the kitchen; the womai 
had built the fire in the oven. 

These serving people are the Indians, or peones, de 


scendants of the native races. Naturally enough, bar’ 


riers of caste are high and strong: all manual labor 
considered degrading. and al! who are above the servan 
class employ servants. 

House scrvants earn from $3 to $6 a month, Mexicar 
silver, with an allowance of a few cents a day for thet 
cheap, coarse food, as they are not supposed to partak« 
of what is prepared for the family. 

Do not imagine for an instant that when pay day ar- 
rives the mistress stands them in a row and hands each 
her’ wage. Never. Every once in a while the cook, 
the housemaid, the laundress, or the nurse giri, asks her 
to “lend” 18 cents, 37 cents, or some such sum, for the 
peon still carries on his financial calculations on the ba- 
sis of the real, or 12% cents, although the decimal cur- 
rency has been in use for some years The “loan” is 
cheerfully made in case the servant has a little more 
than this amount to her credit. It is bad policy to al- 
low these people to overdraw, as they are too childish 
to take any interest in working for what they have al- 
ready had. 

The tienda, or grocery store at the corner, is Kept 
by a fierce-visaged Spaniard, who rings all proZered 
coins upon the counter to prove their worth. He has

The pest is spreading to adjoining States of 
trains, trolley cars, automobiles and the like, and is 
fast becoming a problem of much more than local sig- 
nificance. It appears that the brown-tail moth has al- 
ready made serious trouble in Southern Maine, while 
the gypsy has made its-appearance in the White Moun- 
tains of New Hampshire. If the department can ar- 
range to get the best of these two imported evils, a 
work will have been accomplished beside which the 
cotton-boll worm is a mere incident, affecting only «a 
special crop in a limited section of the country. Un- 
fortunately, so much time has already been lost that 
compjete success is now hardly probable, even with full 
coéperation of money-voting powers. The long years of 
delay and vacillation of the lawmakers is a policy beside 
which the proud contempt of Russia toward Japan be- 
fore the war appears almost like solid sense. Of course 
the American farmers can fight the moths and get the 
best of them, at a price. There is no cause to cry calam- 
ity in any event. The pity is that a sum of a million or 
two should have been withheld at the cri time, thus 
saddiing a pest upon the whole continent ‘that millions 
of dollars every year spent by individual farmers will 
finally be no more than enough to hold parily in check 


Rubber Plantations not Practical. 


N spite of repeated warnings from a great variety of 

sources, school teachers, preachers and other persons 
working on smal! salaries in the United States continue 
to invest their savings in rubber companies about which 
they know nothing. According to Vice-Consul Conley 
of Mexico, theoretically, rubber culture is a very allur- 
ing proposition, but thus far it has not yielded any prac- 
tical results. 

The cultivation of rubber is based upon the suppo- 
sition that the supply of wild rubber will one day be ex- 
hausted or greatly curtailed, but this hypothesis is en- 


now comes are still largely unexplored, and the discov- 
ery of new areas of rubber-bearing vegetation is not in- 
frequent, and may continue for many years. 

Rubber was experimented with for years other 
countries before its cultivation was undertaken in Mex- 
ico, and, according to a recent report of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the experiments have always 
been failures. There is as yet no good reason to believe 
that its cultivation in Mexico will prove any more suc- 
cessful than it has been in other countries. It has been 
estimated that 1000 different species of rubber trees con- 
tain rubber, though commercial quantities have been ob- 
tained from only forty or fifty. 

tI has been found by expe~imenters in other countries 
that a rubber-producing tree which will flourish in any 
given locality will not necessarily yield rubber.

Dr. Gibson starts-out by showing that hunger, instead 
of being an unmixed evil, is often as necessary a factor 
in evolutionary growth as the food by which it is dis- 
pelled.
